Before leaving Jefferson City for 
a day in St. Louis, Stark said that 
he would do’ nothing to interfere 
with the routine work of the Legis- 
lature, repeating the word “rou- 
tine” to indicate his intention to 
refuse to provide funds which could 
be used for the investigation. 
Probable Procedure, 
It is probable that the salary res- 
olution will be. signed by the Gov- 
ernor early next week, but if it is, 
he will accompany his approval 
with a-statement that.he author- 
izes the payment of salaries to 
members of the Legislature and of 
only those employes engaged in 
routine work of the Legislature. He 
will make it very plain that he will 
not authorize payment of salaries 
of any employes hired to carry out 
the purposes of the vetoed resolu- 
tion. 
Payment of any money under 
such resolutions as that under con- 
sideration is an evasion of the Con- 
stitution, but it is necessary under 
the Missouri fiscal system to keep 
the Government functioning. Un- 
der the Constitution no money may 
be paid out of the State Treasury 
wuntil it has been appropriated by 
bill passed by the Legislature and 
signed by the Governor. 
Under the law, all appropriations 
lapse Dec. 31 of each biennial pe- 
riod, which is before the Legisla- 
ture convenes. Months are required 
for the preparation and passage of 
the appropriation bills,

That was the only word from 
the Zealandic, which customarily 
trades between England and New 
Zealand.

‘Almeda Star radioed that it had 
been hit about 350 miles northwest 
of Londonderry. 

The Almeda Star, which was 578 
feet long and had twin screws, fig- 
ured in the news Sept. 30, 1939, 
when it arrived armed at Rio de 
Janeiro. On Nov. 14, 1939, Nazis 
classified it as a “pirate ship” and 
declared it would be sunk without 
warning because it carried arms. 


Germans Report Bomb Hits on 
Three Merchant 

BERLIN, Jan. 17 (AP).—German 
Planes on armed reconnaissance 
yesterday scored hits on three mer- 
chant ships totaling 13,000 tons, west 
of Northern Scotland and off Eng- 
land’s southeast coast, the high 
command said today.

The Italian reply is, “Malta, 
too, is an island.” 

A spokesman for the Italian Min- 
istry-of Marine made a point to- 
day that if the Mediterranean were 
not being closed to British convoys 
by the Germans, they are going 
through it at too high a price: The 
Axis powers refer to the attack on 
warships rather than merchantmen, 
he said, because “when the cruis- 
ers are sunk the merchantmen 
can’t sail.” 

Foreign propaganda tries to sug- 
gest, he said, that British convoys 
moved through the Mediterranean 
with impunity until the arrival of 
the German air corps. “The truth 
is," he said, “that every British 
convoy which has tried to move 
through has been attacked either 
in air or naval battle.” 

The Axis now claims to have hit

Monroe Doctrine a Policy 
That Has Stood 118 Years. 
For 118 years the Monroe Doc- 


‘itrine has been the one national 


policy firmly and continuously 
maintained by the American peo- 
ple.. This doctrine, which forbids 
the extension in the Western 
Hemisphere of non-American mil- 
itary and political control, was 
enunciated for the purpose of pre- 
serving the territorial, economic, 
and social integrity of the United 
States. Our statesmen clearly 
foresaw that we ourselves could 
be safe from aggression only by 
keeping safe the whole of the 
American Hemisphere. The United 
States under that policy has pro- 
gressed from weakness to strength. 
The other nations of this hemi- 
sphere have also ben enabled to 
develop their own civilizations,) 
free from the fear of sudden for- 
eign conquest. 

The United States proclaimed the 
Monroe Doctrine to keep the New 
World from being conquered by the 
Holy Alliance, which was the triple 
Axis of 1823. We were successful 
in maintaining that doctrine only 
because of the support of Great 
Britain, whose overwhelming fleet 
could prevent overseas aggression 
from Europe. 

Our nation thus could develop be- 
cause of the fortunate circum- 
stance of the great oceans to the 
east and the west. Military power 
has not been able to cross these 
oceans, nor ever will be, without 
the support of naval power superior 
to our own. British naval power 
has not threatened us for 125 years, 
and during that time no other Eu- 
ropean naval power could touch us 
since they feared the British fleet. 


‘Aggressive Military 
Dictatorship in East.’ 


During the early period of our 
national existence there was no dan- 
ger in the Pacific, and our mer-

$41,725 FREE FOOD STAMPS 
DISTRIBUTED HERE IN MONTH 


Sale of Surplus Commodities 
der Federal Pian Totals 
$125,176 for First Period. 

Families who receive relief or 
are on the WPA rolls obtained $41,- 
725 in free Federal food stamps 
with which they were able to buy 
surplus food commodities in the first 
month in which the food stamp 
plan was in operation here, it was 
reported yesterday by Comptrol- 
ler Louis Nolte. 

To obtain the free food stamps 
the families bought twice that 
amount, o $83,451 of additional 
stamps, making a total of $125,176 
of surplus commodities bought by 
them in the month from Dec. 16 to 
Jan. 15. 

When the plan went into effect 
it had been estimated that the 
volume of commodities bought with 
the stamps would be about $350,- 
000 a month. Floyd H. Tuchscher, 
local representative of the Federal 
Surplus Marketing Administration, 
pointed out that there has been 
a delay in the payment of direct 
relief in January, that there was 
a siowing down of WPA work due 
to inclement weather, and that 
persons receiving blind and old age 
pensions and aid for dependent 
children have not had any pay- 
ments since the stamp plan went 
into effect.

HOW THE SESSION CAN REDEEM ITSELF. 
It was inevitable that Gov. Stark’s dramatic sur- 
prise at the end of his valedictory to the Legislature 
should have produced a great public reaction, obscur- 
ing for the time being the message itself. The mes- 
sage, however, contains so many excellent recom- 
mendations that it deserves widespread attention on 
its merits. When the session recovers its balance 
and settles down to business, it will find in Mr. 
Stark’s farewell a veritable index to work to be done. 
The directness of the retiring Governor’s address, 
his frank calling of things by their right names, is 
as commendable as the reforms and changes which 
he asks the Legislature to make, 
For example, in proposing that the legislators at 
last give Missouri a secret ballot, he said: “It is 
universally knewn there is no such thing as a secret 
ballot in Missouri under present conditions, and I 
strongly urge you to act to put an end to this shame- 
ful state of affairs.” 
He was no less blunt in handling the scandalous 
business developed by ex-Senator A. L. McCawley in 
submitting ridiculously long constitutional amend- 
ments by misuse of the initiative. Said Mr. Stark: 
The apparent purpose behind these question- 
able amendments is pfivate gain for the promot- 
ers and revenue for distribution of printing costs. 

This General Assembly will be asked to appropri- 

ate $135,340 to cover the cost of printing the 1940 

constitutional amendments, including this ques- 

tionable group, which runs to excess wordage. 

Conceding that this practice has been sanctioned 

by custom, it nevertheless has become a racket 

and it should be stopped. 

The executive was on ground just as solid in 
asking for consolidation of the revenue-collecting 
functions of the State, now scattered among four 
major departments. The best that can be said for 
the present arrangement is that it results from the 
haphazard growth of the revenue machinery. The 
inefficient, wasteful form is retained because of the 
patronage involved. The State Auditor wants his 
jobs, the Secretary of State wants his, the State 
Treasurer wants his, and s0 on. 

Nor can there be any rational stand against the 
call for “revision and modernization of the public 
printing law.”

There is no real accounting, with 
the result that no one knows what it actually costs.

| Opposition to the civil service bill 
pending in the Board of Aldermen 


| Was expressed by several Aldermen 


in an informal discussion after to- 
day's meeting -of the board. Alder- 
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man Emmett Golden of the Twenty- 


seventh Ward, speaker pro tem and! 


a candidate for president of the 
board, objected strenuously to the 
provision which would bar political 
activity of city employes, and said 
the bill should be held up for pub- 
lic hearings. | 

With six or eight Aldermen n 
ding in agreement, Golden asserted 
the political activity clause would 
“ruin every political organization 
in the city.” |He added that it took 
city officials; “three years to draft 
this merit proposal and now they 
want us to pass it in three weeks.” 

Alderman Walter W. Toberman 
of the Fourteenth Ward, Mayor 
Dickmann’s home ward, pointed out 
in the informal discussion that the 
Aldermen need not pass on the 
merits of the civil service proposal, 
since the pending bill merely au- 
thorizes the submission of the pro- 
posal to the voters. Opposition to 
the bill had been expressed also at 
a meeting of the board members in 
the Mayor’s office yesterday. - 

At the meeting in the Mayor’s 
office, which was closed to report- 
ers, no effort was made to deter- 
mine how the Aldermen stood indi- 
vidually on the measure, but the 
general discussion developed that a 
small group of those present were 
opposed to various provisions. Oth- 
ers spoke in favor of the proposal, 
but the consensus of the entire 
board was not determined. 

The Mayor repeated, during the 
meeting, that he is hopeful a pen- 
sion and retirement plan for city 
employes will be established later 
if the merit system proposal is 
adopted. 

The board passed the bill, re- 
quested by Mayor Dickmann, which 
will make it mandatory for Police 
Court Judges to revoke the city 
driver’s license of any person con- 
victed of three speeding or careless 
driving charges within one year. 
At present the license must be re- 
voked only on conviction of three 
careless driving charges. — 

It also passed the bill which will 
permit the use of nine-inch curtain 
walls on the two mass housing proj- 
ects being erected under the super- 
vision of the United States Housing 
Authority. Present requirements 
call for 13-inch walls. The Govern- 
ment has said the thinner walls 
will save $180,000 on the two proj- 
ects, 

Bills which would reduce the 
speed limit on the Express High- 
way from 45 to 30 miles per hour 
and which would permit interns to 
ride in city ambulances on emer- 
gency.calls were introduced. Alder- 
man William Warnick of the Twen- 
ty-eighth Ward announced he 
would seek to amend the latter bill 
to require interns to go out in the 
ambulances on emergency calls. 

Alderman Bernard J. Fitzsim- 
mons of the Eighth Ward intro- 
duced a bill which would change 
the zoning of the north side of 
Chippewa street from a point 940 
feet east of Kingshighway to Mor- 
ganford road from commercial to 
industrial. Mayor Dickmann re- 
cently vetoed a bill which . sought 
to change the zoning of two lots in 
this area from commercial to in- 
dustrial. The lots are owned in 
part by Fitzsimmons’ brother, Co- 
roner James J. Fitzsimmons. . 

Alderman Walter W. Ziegenbalg 
of the Twentieth Ward introduced 
a bill to change the zoning of the 
southwest corner of Whittier street 
and Garfield avenue for commer- 
cial use. He said the owner of 
the property wanted to erect a 
filling station.

OR those who would like a 
F neue parable, demonstrating the 
best and worst in the current 
Washington scene, the story of 
Walter Reuther and his plan for 
“600 planes a day” is well worth 
study. Most persons will remember 


thow Reuther,.an able, sensible of- 


ficial of the CIO Auto Workers’ 
Union, proposed to convert the au- 


jtomobile industry to mass produc- 


tion of airplanes, and how the 
President, saying he found the pro- 
posal “very interesting,” referred 
it for study to William 8S. Knud- 
sen, 


What followed is extremely sig-" 
nificant, as well as enlightening. 
The big question at the heart of 
the defense problem is whether we 
are prepared to concentrate all our 
available energy on the defense 
program, making the necessary at- 
tendant sacrifices, or whether we 
are going to continue to try to out- 
produce Germany in our spare time. 
This question was brusquely raised 
by Reuther. The automotive ‘in- 
dustry is the largest single reservoir 
of industrial skill, facilities and 
labor in the world. Until. we have 
tapped this reservoir to the fullest 
extent possible, we are still on a 
spare-time basis. It has not been 
tapped as yet. Reuther demanded 
that the tapping begin. 

The technical aspects of the Reu- 
ther p can be considered later, 
for the first reaction to Reuther’s 
proposal had nothing to do with 
industrial technique. A union of- 
ficial had made a suggestion dras- 
tically affecting the policies of the 
industry in which his union was 
at work. This wags the aspect of 
the situation that conditioned most 
of the responses to Reuther. 


New Dealers Jubilant. 


HESE were of three sorts. 
Most of the New Dealers were 
jubilant. Because the plan came 
from Reuther, they regarded it as 
a personal triumph, and tended to 
reject any hint that it might con- 
tain imperfections or impracticali- 
ites. The plan became, in fact, a 
sort of rallying point for the more 
ardent members of the New Deal 
group, who told one another it was 
positive proof that business men, 
such ag the officials of the Defense 
Commission, did not know how to 
be firm with other business men 
and had to be shown the way 
toward effective defense prepara- 
tion by a union leader. 

If the New Dealers’ jubilation 
was somewhat premature, the fit of 
sulks into which Reuther’s proposal 
threw certain officials of the De- 
fense Commission was silly. These 
men, one or two of whom unhap- 
pily are to be found in Knudsen’s 
immediate entourage, have carried 
all the domestic conflicts of the 
past over into their defense work. 
Again, because the plan came from 
Reuther, they took it as.a personal 
insult. They hardly had time to 
read it through before they were 
busily disseminating stories that it 
was ridiculously impractical and 
dead wrong in every way. 
Fortunately, there are still a good 
number of hard-headed, fair-mind- 
ed individuals in both New Deal 
and Defense Commission crowds, 
and elsewhere in the Government. 
In this instance, those who spoke 
with the voite of common sense 
happened to be Undersecretary of 
War Robert Patterson and his new 
special assistant in charge of air- 
craft production, Robert Lovett. 
Patterson made known his attitude 
on total defense preparation some 
time ago, when he refused to per- 
mit continued output of commer- 
cial planes, when this interfered 
with combat plane production. Now 
he and Lovett insisted on a hear- 
ing for Reuther. Knudsen, 
had no part in the effort to choke 
off Reuther, agreed readily. 


Fair Hearing Planned. 


EUTHER’S hearing will take 
R piace in a few days, with Pat- 

terson and Knudsen sitting as 
judges. He has been given every 
facility to perfect his case, has been 
warned of certain known defects 
in his. proposal, and will be fairly

Wants Conversion. 


EUTHER wants conversion be- 

cause the auto industry is 

Ahighly seasonal, and conversion 
to air manufacture would mean full- 
time work for his auto workers the 
year round, The essence of his plan 
is the segregation of certain of the 
automotive industrial facilities for 
year-round production of a mini- 
mum number of automobiles on un- 
changing models, and year-round 
use of all remaining facilities—a 
huge percentage of the total for 
air prooduction, 

There are several obvious bugs 
in the plan. When Reuther talked 
of 500 planes a day, he was talk- 
ing of pursuit planes, whereas 
bombers are the types needed, and 
h. was talking without taking into 
account the airplane engine short- 
age. Furthermore, he assumed that 
the auto tool industry, which pri- 
marily is equipped to turn out gi- 
gantic presses, also could turn 
out the sort of tools needed for 
more specialized, more delicate air 
production. 

Nevertheless, most experts not 
influenced by the auto industry’s 
disinclination to be converted and 
the air industry’s disiaste for the 
creation of formidable rivals, be- 
lieve that partial conversion is 
practicable. Since the bugs have 
been pointed out to him, Reuther 
has revised his proposal, basing it 
on bomber production, collecting 
information on the convertibility 
of much existing equipment .in 
the auto industry, and otherwise 
buttressing his case..It is perfect- 
ly possible that when the tim of 
his hearing comes, his judges will 


find him right.

IN STARK BUDGET 


Breakdown of Figures 
Shows Increase of $158,- 
868 Above -Total Al- 
lowed for Last Biennium.

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 17 (AP) 
Missouri's State schools and hos- 
‘pitals will have virtually the same 
amount of money to spend in 1941 
and 1942 that they had last bienni- 


um, if Gov. Lloyd C. Stark’s budget 
recommendations are followed by 
the General Assembly. 


A breakdown of the Governor's 
recommendations today showed ap- 
propriations totaling $9,591,000 sug- 
gested for 11 State educational in- 
stitutions, an increase of only $49,- 
493 over their allotments two years 
ago. 

He recommended the expenditure 
of $7,109,350 for six eleemosynary 
institutions and the Eleemosynary 
Board—only $109,375 more than the 
1939-49 appropriations. 

For the University of Missouri, 
Stark recommended $4,200,000, a 
slight increase over last biennium’s 
$4,083,211 appropriation. 

For State Schools. 

His recommendations for other 
State schools: 

Rolla School of Mines, $677,000, a 
cut of $250,000 from the last bien- 
nium; Maryville Teachers’ College 
$610,000,.a gain of $18,254; Kirksville 
Teachers’ College, $610,000, a reduc- 
tion of $5000; Cape Girardeau 
Teachers, $625,000, unchanged; 
Springfield Teachers, $765,000, a 
rise of $20,000. ' 

Fulton School for the Deaf, $440,- 
000, unchanged; St. Louis School 
for the Blind, $148,500, —2 
Lincoln (Negro) University, $800,- 
500, an increase of $145,500; Dalton 
Vocational School for Negroes, $30,- 
000, a decrease of $1500. 


The Governor proposed increas- 


ing the Eleemosynary Board’s oper- 
ating fund from $29,650 last bien- 
nium to $64,350 and cutting its fund 
for WPA building projects from 
$90,000 to $50,000. 

Eleemosynary Institutions. 

For the six eleemosynary insti- 
utions he recommended: 

Hospital No. 1, Fulton, $1,375,000, 
a cut of $6500; Hospital No. 2, St. 
Joseph, $1,600,000, a rise of $77,000; 
Hospital No. 3, Nevada, $1,125,000, 
an increase of $15,372; Hospital No. 
4, Farmington, $1,025,000, a $34,800 
increase. 

School for Feeble-minded at 
Marshall, $725,000, a cut of $135,- 
000; - Tuberculosis Sanatorium, 
Mount Vernon, $1,145,000, a reduc- 
tion of $61,000. 

For the State penitentiary, Stark 
recommended a cut from $2,869,000 
to $1,978,500; Algoa Reformatory, a 
$2000 increase to $550,000; Boon- 
ville Training School for Boys, a

ASEBALL’S revenue from 
radio’s daily broadcasting of 
games, an increasingly size- 

able sum in recent years, may be 
curtailed during the 1941 season, 
if present tentative plans are fol- 
lowed. One of the major chains 
is dropping the daily play-by-play 
broadcasts in many cities, and 
the local station controlled by 
that chain may be entertaining 
this year with the Loves of 
Gwendolyn Gwynderholm, the 
Problems of Oswald, the Plumb- 
er’s Helper, and other romance 
and adventure serials, instead of 
the usual Cardinal and Brownie 
ball games. 


You see, those fascinating se- 
rials run on and on and on, like 
Jeanie with the Light Brown Hair 
or Ill Take You Home Again 
Kathleen, and when a station 
clears the air for six months of 
baseball, it must pass up 12 
months of the generously spon- 
sored romance and adventure. 
The chains, thus finding that 
money is lost by giving so much 
time to baseball, have decided to 
do something about it, in the 
interest of the cash box. 


If the cash movement gains 
momentum, baseball may find it- 
self depending, for radio revenue, 
on the smaller local stations, 
without chain affiliations, and the 
small stations, naturally, could 
not meet the financial require- 
ments that the ball clubs in the 
past have imposed on the larger 
stations.

Day—Entertainment Re-

WASHENGTON, Jan. 17°(AP). — 
The vanguard of a traditionally gay 
inaugural crowd began to throng 
the capital’s: broad avenues and 
marble: halls today for a week end 
of sightseeing before witnessing 
President Roosevelt’s third induc-, 
tion into office. | | 
Although cold rain and sleet 
Wednesday night and Thursday 
left festoons of red, white and blue 
bunting on downtown stores limp 
and bedraggled, enthusiastic vis- 
itors joined Washingtonians in 
hoping for clear skies during Mon- 
day’s ceremonies. The threag of 
more rain today failed to daunt 
them. 

“There can’t be another inaugu- 
ration day as wet as the one four 
years ago,” contended those who 
were soaked to the skin by a pelt- 
ing rain throughout the first Jan. 
20 inauguration, 

The weather bureau forecast 
probable “fair and cold” for the in- 
auguration, - 

Defense Speech ted. 


Roosevelt would devote most of 
his inaugural address to defense 
and foreign problems, just as eight 
years ago he said he was speaking 
“the whole truth, frankly and bold- 
{ily,” in the depression crisis. 
Because of the international situ- 
ation, the President asked that the 
inatigural program be kept, simple. 
Instead of a grand ball, an enter- 
tainment by noted musicians and 
actors will take place Sunday night. 
Charles Chaplin, Ethel Barrymore, 
Nelson Eddy and Mickey Rooney 
volunteered to: participate. 

Preceding the entertainment will 
be a dinner for. members of the 
Electoral College. At the same 
time, state governors will talk over 
defense problems while dining with 
William Knudsen, @-director of 
the Office of Production Manage- 
ment. 

An interdenominational church 
service will be held Sunday after- 
noon in the Court of Freedom, built 
across the street from the White 
House. The President himself, fol- 
lowing the practice of his first two 
inaugurations, will visit St. John’s 
Episcopal Church for prayer Mon- 
day morning. 

An hour later he and Mrs. Roose- 
velt will ride down Pennsylvania 
avenue—already bedecked with clus- 
ters of flags—to the Capitol.

“Usually the people who take 
children to board are older couples 
whose children have grown, but 
who like a baby around the house,” 
said Miss Benedict. “Often they’re 
just heartbroken when the child is 
finally taken away, no matter how 
much they say they won’t be, Per- 
sonally, I don’t see that they get a 
lot out of taking the baby, except 
that they feel that they have made 
an imporant contribution to «the 
child’s life juat when it needed it 
the most.” 

During the last 10 years, adop- 
tions have increased and one hope- 
ful sign, Miss Benedict feels, is that 


families are naw proud of their 


adopted children and do not try to 
hush-hush the fact that they are 
adopted. 

“It’s our feeling that a_ child

OLD weather calls for extra 

C protection for tender skins, to 
avoid excessive roughening and

If the oils are scant in the skin, - 
cold winds may dry up the cells 
of the epidermis and the surface 
becomes rough and chapped. The 
skin gets harsh, dry and scaly and 
it may crack when stretched as in 
emiling. 

Don’t wash the face just before 
going out into a cold wind. Bathe 
it the night before with mild soap 
and lukewarm—not hot—water, and 
apply a cold cream containing 
lanolin to soften the outer dried 
skin cells.

The next 
morning, the face may be just 
rinsed with cool water. When you 
are going..out into bitter weather, 
such as to a wind-swept lake for 


skating, protect your face with

fore you apply lipstick. A heavy, 
creamy lipstick is a protection in 
itself.

At match-point duplicate the 
same bidding should obtain up to 
and including West’s six heart call, 
but admittedly the exigencies of 
match-point scoring might make 
East greedy and induce a “top- 
score try” of six no trump. Actual- 
ly, however, this: dangerous bid 
should turn out beautifully for the 


North 


East-West teams, because West . 


would not be able to stand this 
contract and would be forced to 
go to seven hearts if only as a 
rescue. 

This seven heart contract would 
be easily makable with the cards 
distributed as they were. North 
would undoubtedly open the dia- 
mond king. Winning with dum- 
my’s ace, West’s correct play would 
be to ruff a low spade, then to re- 
turn to. the heart ace and ruff 
another low spade. Now the out- 
standing trumps would be drawn, 
and since the spade suit was di- 
vided, 43; declarer could refuse 
the club finesse and discard two 
clubs and a diamond on the good 
spades. Or, if he were in doubt 
about the drop of the spade queen, 
he could take the club finesse and 
win all. the tricks in that way. In 
short, he could scarcely go wrong. 

To revert to the bidding, the 
only trap in this hand is for those 
players. who cannot. or refuse to 
visualize a suit in partner’s hand 
which is even better than their 
own cherished suit. Thus, although 
West answers the opening two-bid 
with a negative two no trump (be- 
cause, despite his tremendous heart 
length, he holds less than one 
honor trick), his subsequent jump 
to five hearts should convince East 
that the blank heart ace ‘is’ suf- 
ficient support: At the same time, 
East must realize that West's orig- 
inal denial of one honor trick 
makes it very -likely that. he will 
have no entry outside of hearts. 
Hence East. should be not only 
willing, but anxious, to let West 
play the, hand at hearts where 
his great length will take the place 


of high cards. Thus it goes with- 


out saying that, even at match- 
point. duplicate, which puts undue 
emphasis on no trump contracts, 
East should defer to West's six 
heart bid and not risk going be- 
yond the depth of the combined 
hands by persisting. with no trump
